Rapid Service Will Be Given Un- 
der New Arrangement By 
End of Year 


IMPORTANT CHANGES Given 


Ricknend May Beome Transpor- 
tation Center For 


East Bay 


Purchase of the principal interest 
in the Richmond-San Francisco 
Transportation by the Southern Pa- 
cific compangy. As a result of the 
transaction, considered by local busi- 
ness men the most important in 
many months, definite announcement 
was made that a regular ferry serv- 


ice will be put ‘into service before 
the close of the year. 

The establishment of the ferry serv- 
ice by the Southern Pacific company 
may \be. thre first ‘step which will 
ultimately result in a western termi- 
nal of the railroad company in 
Richmond, it was pointed put. ne 
local thamber of commercé declared 
‘that Richmond wtit Benefit greatly. 
Traffic from the nerth for San Fran- 
cisco will pass through Richmond: 
a direct and more rapid means of 
transportation to San Francisco will 
be afforded Richmond _ residents. 
Pcpulation in Richmond will be in- 
crease l : 

The Scuthern Pacific company has 
a right of way below San Pablo 
avenue. and is in a position to ex- 
tend its electric line from Albany 
to Richmond, thereby routing travel 
through Richmcnd, which has _for- 
merly gcne through Oakland. The 
chamber of commerce also has been 
advised that the Key system is con- 
sidering the extension of its fast 
train service along the right of way 
above San Pablo and Barrett. 

At the present time the city engi- 
neer is working in conjunction with 
Southern Pacitic engineers on a pro- 
posed line from: Cutting along Meek- 
er avenue, cutting through at Fif- 
teenth strec’, then across to Protrero 
and to the Senta Fe on Garrard. 
This woul give a bay line. The 
Haviland survey of 1912 and the 
chamber of commerce harbor com- 
mitteefavor a joint Delt* line of the 
Southern Pacific and the Santa. Fe 
along the route with a  150-foot 
embradaro parallel. 

The Southern Pacific 
construction of a ferry slip near the 
Municipal wharf at once. The job 1s 
to be-handled according to the high- 
est standards of construction and 
will be similar to the automobile fer- 
ry slip recently construced. a’ he 
Oakland pier. A bus line will be run 
to the ferry from the street cars 
by the Key System, it was stated. 

Construction has already been 
started by the Bethlehem Shipbuild- 
ing corporation. Three especially de- 
signed passenger and automobile fer- 
ry steamers will be put into serv- 
ice, the first of which is expected 
to be completed within four months’ 
time, and the last within the con- 
tract time of nine months. ne 

As soon as the first of the new 
ferry boats is ready for operation, 
service will be started for vehicies 
and passengers between Richmond 
and San Francisco, the Southern Pa- 
cific has announced. 
* Pach of the three ferry steamers 
under construction wil be 234 feet 
in length, with every modern conve- 
nience for the safety,;and comfort of 
the passengers. The steamérs will 
each have a capacity of 78 automo- 
biles and will be so built as to per- 
mit two automobiles to be driven on 
board abreast.

The route will offer 
direct and quick transportation to 
San Francisco from the north. With 
the completion of the bridge over 
Carquinez Straits, the bulk of the

Rumors current here for some time! 
that the annual baseball series be- | 
tween the Richmond and El Segundo 
refineries will not be held this yer, 
wére confirmed yesterday by Howard 
French, president of the Standard 
Of] Baseball league. This is ex- 
pected to mean that the annual 
champianship series for the Standard 
Oil baseball title of the Pacific Coast 
willbe permanently discontinued. 

Lack of interest at the Southern 
refinery is given ag the reason for 
the décision to discontinue the series, 
Although baseball spirit is still high 


at the’ local refinery, it is said that 
the workers at.. the jsouthern, plant 
are not taking kindly to the game 
this year, and ag a consequence it 
it is felt that sending a team to 
Richmond is tdéo big a project to 
undertake. 

El Segundo has no inter-depart- 
ment league this season, but has a 
strong team entered in a league com- 
posed of some of the smaller cilties 
of the south. EF] Segundo and Glen- 
dale are now engaged in a hot fight 
for firsth place and the champion- 
ship, and the southern refiners are 
given more than an even chance to 
win. “Lefty” Bell, who pitched a 
wonderful game against Rfchmond 
two years ago here, losing the game 
only when Peppin hit a fluke home 
run over the left infield fence, has 
staged a remarkable comeback and 
is chucking in all of his old-time 
form. 

Percy Chamberlain, who cavorted 
in the Richmond league for a num- 
her of years, is reported to he one 
of the most important eogs in the 
southern refinery baseball machine. 
The easy-going outfielder is crashing 
the agate to all corners of the lot and 
no fewer than five contests have 
been won by Percy's heavy stick- 
work. 

The beautiful Hanna cup, emble- 
matic of the championship of the two 
refineries, ig now the permanent 
property of Richmond. as a’ result 
of the loca) nine’s third victory last 
September at El Segundo. The an- 
nual classic was begun four years 
ago, when the two teams met in 
a three-game series in Richmond. 
The local refiners won the series 
that year, but lost the odd game 
in the series held the following year 
in the southland. Richmond again 
won the serieg here in 1922, and 
cinched possession of the cup by 
again trimming the southern tossers 
last year at El Segundo. 

The loca refinery fans are still 
Strong for the big titular series, 
and hope is expressed by Standard 
Oil officials that the championships 
wibl ‘be revived in the near future. 
It wag announced yesterday that no 
all-star aggregation will be selected 
from the local plant for any games 
this season.

Thousands Given 
Away At Festival 


VIRGINIA CITY, June 28.—That 
Comstockers had money to burn way 


back in '72 is evident from an adver- 
tisement of July 19 of that year run- 
ning in the Evening Cronicle. The 
“ad” reads: 

“First grand gift concert of the 
state of Nevada, founding a state in- 
stitution for the insane, to be held 
in Virginia City, Nev., August 15, 
1872. Tickets of admission, $5 in 
coin. Two hundred and sixty five 
thousand dollars in gold coin will 
‘be given to the holders of tickets at 
the conclusion of the concert. One 
thousand gifts to be given away. 
One hundred thousand tickets will 
be sold from the proceeds of which 
$265,000 in gold coin will be returned 


ets.” 

The idea of selling 100,000 tickets 
in Virginia City today would be con- 
sidered ridiculous. A plan to sell 1000 
tickets to almost anything would be 
an impossible enterprise, but * 1872 
Comstockers considered raising $500,- 
000 a pleasant day’s work. 

In the same issue of the paper 
there are advertisements for the 
Virginia and Truckee train announc- 
ing the arrival of seven freights and 
three passenger traing daily. Times 
have changed in Virginia City.
